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SUPERINTENDENT'S  ANNUAL   REPORT 

To  the  Dorchester  School  Board : 

Hereby  submitted  is  my  annual  report  as  your  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

It  is  a  pleasure  at  this  ^writing  to  report  to  you  that 
the  Dorchester  school  children  have  made  and  are  still 
continuing  to  make  a  most  satisfactory  adjustment 
to  the  school  situation  in  Canaan.  In  my  visits  there 
I  have  found  that  most  children  are  getting  along  very 
well  and  in  talking  with  their  teachers,  they  too  are  of 
this  opinion. 

There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  at  this  point  and  it 
becomes  more  evident  all  the  time  that  sending  your 
elementary  school  children  to  Canaan  on  a  tuition 
basis  was  sound  both  educationally  and  financially.  It 
appears  that  the  approximate  saving  to  the  town  is 
about  $2000  per  year  which  with  your  limited  economy 
means  a  great  deaJ. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Canaan,  whose 
offices  are  in  Bristol,  New  Hampshire,  has  informed  me 
that  Canaan  is  hoping  to  add  another  teacher  to  its 
staff  next  year  which  would  decrease  the  teacher-iyupil 
load  and  make  education  more  effective.  I  am  sure 
that  if  you  have  problems  that  I  cannot  help  you  with 
(because  I  exercise  no  control  whatsoever  over  that 
district) ,  he  would  be  glad  to  talk  them  over  with  you. 
Meantime  if  I  can  be  of  anv  assistance  to  you  on  ed- 
ucational matters  and  problems  you  might  have  re- 
garding the  education  ofyour  children  please  fee! 
free  to  call  upon  nie.

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Explanation  cf  Superintendent's  Salary 

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  requires  that  school  district  an- 
nual reports  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  super- 
intendent as  per  the  following  quotation: 

"Reports,  Each  superintendent  of  a  supervisory 
union  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  showing 
the  total  salary  paid  to  the  superintent,  which 
report  shall  show  in  detail  the  amount  derived 
from  the  per  capita  tax  and  the  amount  paid 
directly  by  each  school  district  in  the  union". 

One  half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  pro- 
rated among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  union 
on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuation.  One  half  is  pro- 
rnttd  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in 
the  schools  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June 
30th.  The  Superintendent  of  Supervisorv  Union  No.  48 
during  1955-1956  received  a  salary  of  .556050  which  was 
made  un  «s  follows:  ?2500  paid  from  the  per  canita 
tax  and  J'53550  prorated  among  the  several  school  dis- 
tricts. Allowance  of  $850  for  travel  within  the  union 
wa<3  also  Dvorated  as  stated  above.

SCHOOL    NURSE 


The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  carried 
On  for  your  town  by  the  New  Hampshire  Department 
of  Health,  Bureau  of  Public  Health  Nursing  for  the 
year  of  1956. 

The  children  in  the  age  group  from  six  months  to 
twenty  years  from  the  town  were  included  in  the  Salk 
Vaccine  program  for  the  protection  against  poliomye- 
litis at  the  Canaan  and,  Rumney  clinics  held  through- 
out the  year. 

Between  ten  and  fifteen  children  took  advantage  of 
this  opportunity  and  received  two  shots.  The  children 
who  received  their  second  shots  at  the  October  1955 
clinic  were  given  their  booster  or  third  shots  at  the 
November  clinic  in  Canaan. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Ellen  Wil- 
liams for  her  excellant  cooperation  and  any  others 
from  the  town  who  assisted  in  any  way  in  this 
program.  , 

Home  visits  were  a/lso  made  on  children  of  pre- 
school 4^e  in  the  town  and  assistance  given  the 
mothers  as  necessary.
